These are times in which all unnecessary public oi 
private improvements should he curtailed to the extent 
that they do not interfere with the great work and expend 
it lire of war, but the cost of carrying forward the suggest 
ed improvement would he so small and the real benefit ti 
those who must trudge to and from their daily labor woul< 
be so great that we have no hesitancy in urging that action 
he taken, especially now that the streets and s i d e w a l k 
have been permanently improved.
